SHOWS STRENGTH 
OF MEXICANS.

Burnside, formerly military attache 
at Mexico City and now intelligence 
officer of Brig.-Gen. Funston’'s force, 
submitted a memorandum today on 
the strength and disposition of 
Huerta's troops and summarizing the 
territorial division between the Fed- 
erals and the Constitutionalists.

The memorandum says that the es- 
timates are liberal, although the news- 
papers controlled by the Huerta ad- 
ministration are claiming considerably 
more. 
AS TO THE REBELS. 


As to ‘the Constitutionalists, the 
note says: 

“Practically the entire country is in 
sympathy with revolution, and the 
pacified condition in many places is 
due to intimidation or indifferenm@. 
For the purpose of robbers and the 
appropriation of property probably 
150,000 armed men claim to be rev- 
olutionists. However, the armed re- 
olutionists having an organization and 
being actually under fair control of 
their leaders are estimated at about 
70,000.” 

Of the Huerta forces the reports 
indicate ¢hat about 8000 are scattered 
along the railroads between Vera 
Cruz and the capital, and that the 
garrison at Mexico City numbers 138. 
000, including students and govern- 
ment employees. The estimate is 
made of only 3000 regulafs in the 
capital. 

Referring to the situation at 
Tampico and Tuxpam, now in Con- 
stitutionalist hands, the memorandum 
states that the officers there are de- 
liberately deceiving the men in the 
ranks regarding Vera Cruz, declaring 
that that city is held, by the follow- 
ers of Carranza. 

The memorandum states that Iit-e 
tle military activity or efficiency can 
be expected from the Constitutional- 
ists at Tampico and Tuxpam, because 
they are not led as ably as those 
directly under Villa. 

According to the reports received 
Guaymas, Mazatlan, San Luis Potosi 
and Zacatecas are the only Federal 
garrisons north of the twenty-second 
parallel, The Federala merely hold 
the towns, controlling little of the 
surrounding territory.

SCOTT IS GUILTY, 
JURY’S VERDICT. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT I8 URGED 
POR SLAYER OF CHAUFFEUR 
ON SPRING STREET. 


J. E. Scott, who shot and killed 
M. A. Varney, a public chauffeur, at 
Fourth and Spring streets March 18. 
was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree last night by a jury p 
Judge Wlillis’s court. ‘ 


The jury fixed the penalty at life; 


imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

Scott's plea of insanity was not 
taken seriously by the jury, which was 
out early three hours. His defense 
hinged upon testimony that shortly 
before the murder of Varney he had 
strange hallucinations and the infer- 
ence was that he didn’t know what he 
was doing when he shot Varney. 

The real motive for the murder of 
Varney may never be known. At the 
time of the killing it was said that 
cott shot him for a grudge of two 
years’ standing. The police believe 
that some other motive, more power- 
ful, more compelling, caused Scott to 
deliberately empty a gun into Var- 
ney's body as the latter was at his 
autonrobile stand on Spring street.

The con- 
tracts with investors were made in 
the fall of 1907, but no deeds were 
delivered until after an indictment 
had been returned by the Federal 
grand jury. Ex-Judge Ignacio Sep- 
ulveda testified that the deeds deliv- 
ered to witnesses, in the case just 
ended were worthiess because they 
did not comply with the Mexican 
law as to grants. 

In 1910, three years after the mor 
of the sales were made, Smith 
deeded stxty acres of the original 
amount to Bowers.

$1600 on the contract, and that at 
the time that representations were 
were made through the matils that 
Cc.

Just here the Clayton bill destroys the only 
peaceful remedy of the party injured by a 
boycott by limiting the issuance of injunc- 
tions in labor disputes. 

Injunction is the “right arm of equity,” 
and to prohibit its use in cases of bor dis- 
putes ts practically to abolish the equitable 
jurisdiction of courts in cases of labor con- 
troversies. It is a gross discrimination be- 
tween classes. It accords to members of 
labor “unions privileges which it denies to 
members of fraternal or religious societies, 

The boycotter proposes to better his own 
conditions by injuring another and in this 
particular he ranks morally with the high- 
wayman who fills his own pocket by emp 
tying that of his victim. 


Lardler says: “Boycotts are detrimental 
to the interests of the general public, since 
they frequently lead to mob violence and 
to the suppression of liberty of action; 
they are unjust to the employing class, 
placing it at a disadvantage in its strug- 
gies with labor and rendering it a victim 
to the tyranny and extortion of union lead- 
ers: and finally they are injurious to the 
workers themselves. Their employment 
alienates the sympathy of the public from 
the unionist’s cause, diminishes the em- 
ployment of many of their members, visits 
the unions with the disintegrating infiu- 
ences of corruption, diverts attention from 
saner and more effective methods of prog- 
ress and maliciously interferes with the 
rights of the non-union worker.“ 

A Virginia judge said in a boycott case: 
The acts alleged and proved in this case 
are unlawful and incompatible with the 
prosperity, Peace and civilization of the 
country, and, if they can be perpetuated 
with impunity by a combination of irre- 
sponsible cabals and cliques, there will be 
an end of government and of society itself.” 

To make complete the privileges accord- 
ed by the Clayton-Gompers bill to union 
labor the power of courts of equity to en- 
foree their judgments is torn from them 
by providing for trial by jury in cases of 
contempt committed outside of the presence 
of the court. This will necessarily apply to 
cases other than labor disputes. If a gang 
of gambusinos are taking away rich ore 
from a mine which does not belong to them, 
and the owner of the mine enjoins them, 
they may disobey the injunction, and when 
cited for contempt may demand a jury 
trial and, pending the hearing, may con- 
tinue to steal the ore. ä

Measures Vesuvius's Heat. 

[Kansas City Journal:] The temperature 
inside Mount Vesuvius, which is unascer- 
tainable by ordinary thermometrical meth- 
ods, has recently been measured in novel 
fashion by the Munich geologist, Storz, who 
descended the crater of the volcano for the 
purpose. 2 

He dropped a thin wire cable with an 
fron weight at the end into the crater. 
Affixed to the wire were metal cylinders 
made of lead. zinc and antimony, which 
melt respectively at temperatures of 626, 
788 and 1166 degrees Fahrenheit. Having 
been let down into the mouth of the vol- 
cano, the lead melted at a depth of thirty- 
three feet, the zinc at forty-nine feet and 
the antimony at 175 feet 6 inches. 

A yellow smoke-vent inside the crater 
had a temperature of only 294 degrees in 
1911. 627 degrees in 1912 and 722 degrees 
in 1913. From this fact it is concluded 


that a fresh outbreak of Vesuvius may be

Cholera Germs Kill Locusts. 


minate locusts and other insect pests, bas 
received numerous invitations from South 
American countries to aid them in relief 
from these scourges of agriculture. 

Dr. d' Herelle. was studying conditions in 
Yucatan four years ago on behalf of the 
Pasteur Institute of Paris, when he ob 
served that the locusts there were suffer- 
ing from a disease of the intestine, resem- 
biting ‘cholera in human beings. He suc- 
ceeded in isolating the coccobacillus. After 
cultivating it and heightening its virulence 
he made a solution which killed in twenty - 
four hours. 

The method is to sprinkle the solution 
on the grass where the insects feed. The 
first experiment tried in the Argentine ex- 
terminated the locusts within a radius of 
fifty miles. 

Dr. d’Herelle returned twice to Argen- 
tina at the invitation of the government, 
but his process was so efficacious that it 


‘aroused the determined opposition of the 


1200 employees of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, im fighting insect plagues, 
who saw their employment vanishing. He 
declined to fulfill his mission under these 
circumstances and returned to Paris. His 
method has been used with great effect in 
Algeria. In Colombia and Venesuela it is 
compulsory now, and he has been invited 
by the British Turkish governments to 
conduct cam in Cyprus and Smyrna, 
both devasted by locusts.

tered voters being at the polis. The 
boosters for either side did little 
rustiing, and few machines were in 
evidence. 

The ballot contained eight propo- 
sitions, the first being for railroads; 
the second for street railroads: third. 
other than street railroads; fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth were 
for gaa, electric, telephone. telegraph 
and water corporations. Only a ma- 
jority vote was needed for this propo- 
sition, while the others have to be a 
two-thirds majority. 

Tomorrow the citizens will be asked 
to dec. whether the city shall issue 
bonds for $35,000 for the purchase of 
two fire engines, 5000 feet of hose, 
and a new and adequate fire alarm 
system.

Friday the third of this series of 
elections will be held and the voters 
will again decide whether the city 
shall bond itself for $40,000 for the 
purchase of a metor garbage 
new equipment, and a large incin- 
erator.
